But after brushing 
aside the challenge of Trevor 
Ford, Glynn. dribbled past 
three more defenders before 
striking a perfect left foot 
shot past the advancing 
‘keeper, but inside the right 
post. ad 

The goal was no more than 
Wycombe deserved for they 
dominated the early encoun- 
ters and minutes earlier Paul 
Birdseye headed only just 
wide from Bob Dells. in- 
swinging corner. 


Bouncy 


Wycombe should have in- 
creased their lead before 
half-time. Steve Long shot 
just over with a fine effort 
from 30 yards, whilé only the 
combined forces of goal- 
keeper Nicky Sullivan and a 
post prevented Glynn adding 
his second. 

On a hard bouncy pitch, 
bali control was difficult and 
Tooting did not have a shot 
on target in the first half. But 
they put that right six 
minutes afterwards with a 


i. scrambled equaliser. 


Herbie Smith, a tall col- 
oured forward who has just 
returned from a year with 
Luton Town, was the major 
threat to the Blues defence, 
It was he who started the 
move by passing inside to 
Dave Sansom (younger 
brother of Arsenal's Kenny), 
who found himself unmarked 
inside the penalty area.

Because Jimmy Jacobs 
had influenza, Mike Keen 
brought in Paul West, who 
played left side mid-field as a 
counter-balance to Long’s 
wide runs on the right. It was 
a combination of these two 
players — plus a couple of 
defenders that led to the win- 
ning goal. i 

Long broke away down the 
rigħt, reached the goalline 
and deceived Sullivan with a 
wickedly curling cross. 
Under pressure from Gary 


Toll, Bobby Pittaway headed 
towards his own goal — an 
effort that was only stopped 
by a timely intervention from 
Keith Highland, standing on 
the line. 

But Highland sent the ball 
straight into the path of West 
who scored his first for the 
senior team with a close 
range header that Ford could 
only help on its way. 


This was a great moment 
for the youngster who had 
acquitted himself well in a 
rare first team appearance. 
However, seven minutes 
after his goal, he was re- 
placed. by Ken Wilson — at 
first a strange decision. But 
West later confirmed that he 


has been suffering ankle 
trouble of late.

Tooting never really 
threatened again with Bobby 
Davies and Keith Mead solid 
as rocks at the heart of the 
defence, while Birdseye kept 
a close eye on Smith. Their 
best chance came when 
Lester turned a shot from 
substitute Ray Knowles 
round a post.
